The Virginia, Capt. Crockatt| has arrived 
at New-Yiuk from Holland, and has brought 
Gallo-Dutch accGUots a few days into M<ty« 
They announce the recommencement of car« 
aage on the far<famed banks of the Danube« 
in a fevere defeat of the Audriaus by th« 
French and Confederate troops direfted by 
Napoleon in perfon, and executed by Ber« 
thier, Lefebvre, Oudinot, See. 


W e have not feen any real official accounts 
of this event; the particulars of which have 
been received in German extrafts of letters, 
bulletins (hand-bills) and paragraphs, copied 
into the Amderdam Gaaettes. Th>3ugb t h e ^ 
accounts are vague and contradiftory, they 
(hew, that a battle mud have been foughc 
in Bavaria about the 30th A pril; and th a t 
after a conflift of three days, the French Em* 
peror again prafticing his accudomed taftics« 
gained the rear of his enemy, and completely 
overwhelmed him. Circumdances, howevert 
induce us to believe« that it was not the main 
army of Audria, which is commanded by th» 
Archduke Charles, that has been defeated j 
but the corps which crolTed the Inn, advanc­ 
ed to the Ifer, and had taken polTeillon of 
Munich, and which waa commanded by 
Prince John of Litchteadein. 
This corps, 
was in the vicinity o f the reported fcene of 
aftion, about the middle of April ¡— at which 
time the French and Bavarian columna wera 
concentrating on the borders of Swabia and 
Bavaria, and the Emperor in perfon, was at 
Donawert the tyth or 18th April, and pro- 
ceeded immediately to the lines. 
It would 
appear from one of the German articles, thac 
the Aullrians were the alFailants, as mentioa 
is made that the French repulsed the atucka 
of their enemy. 
The killed and prifonert« 
are dated in round numbers / and are proba­ 
bly exaggerated; but we have realon t» 
think the Audrian lofs has not been fmall f 
and that the rejoicings which were heard on 
the French coad the 28th and 29th April, as 
mentioned in our late Bogliih news, were oa 
account of this fuccefs. 
It is mentioned* 
however, as rather an extraordinary faft, if 
a fplendid viftory had been obtained, that no 
Grand Army Bulletin of it bad reached Am- 
derdam the ad nor 3d of May «»twelve or thir« 
teen days after the date of the battle s the 
didance from the reported fcene of which 
from Amderdam ia not more than 4^9 A« 
merican miles.

Though the it 
accounts are vague and contradiHory, they 
(hew, that a battle mud have been foughc 
in Bavaria about the 20th A p r i l ; and that 
after a con Ai A of three days, the French E m ­ 
peror again praAicing his accuftomed tallies* 
gained the rear of his enemy, and completely 
overwhelmed him. 
Circumftances, however* 
induce us to believes that it was not the main 
army of Auftria, which is commanded by tho 
Archduke Charlrs, that hasbeen defeated! 
but the corps which eroded the Inn, advanc­ 
ed to the ifer, and had taken pottrffion o f
